Chicago. Nov. 15.— The indicted Chi­ 
cago meat packers, by precipitating a 
federal court decision on the constitu­ 
tionality of the Sherm an 
an titru st 
law, when 
they 
surrendered 
them­ 
selves into custody and asked for a 
w rit of habeas corpus, merely took 
steps necessary to carry the fight be­ 
fore the United States supreme court 
without the cost or delay of a trial, it 
was announced. 
Government 
attorneys, 
taken 
un­ 
awares, were cut off from much of the 
results of their long investigation into 
the meat packing industry by the sud­ 
den move of the packers. 
Instead of 
a promise to be supported by evidence 
carefully brought together the fight, 
for a time at least, must be conducted 
purely as an argument of law, conse­ 
quently the fight w ill not be a ques­ 
tion of first Issue as to the guilt or in­ 
nocence of the packers, but a plain at­ 
tack on the validity of the Sherman 
act, according to attorneys 
for 
the 
packers. 
They explain their position 
briefly in this wise: 
The supreme court in the tobacco 
and oil cases converted the Sherman 
law into an illegal enactment, since 
the court, by plaeing each individual 
or cor|>oration on a standard of its 
own built up on its peculiar individual 
acts, took away from all individuals 
the possibility of knowing how their 
acts were to he viewed hv a Jury, “ in 
the light of reason, that this obscurity 
of definition of what constituted crime 
was contrary to the eighth amendment 
to the federal Constitution.” 


Trial M ay Be Postponed. 


In short, the petition, say the nttor 
nevs, charges the supreme court inter 
pretation with nullifying the Sherman 
law, in spite of the court’s action in 
ordering the dissolution of the Am eri­ 
can Tobacco company and the Stand­ 
ard Oil company. 
Only an adverse de­ 
cision to the packers’ contention by 
the United States supreme court will 
give the government attorneys an op­ 
portunity to use the m aterial they have 
gathered for the prosecution. 
In the 
meantime the trial, scheduled for Mon­ 
day of next week, undoubtedly w ill be 
postponed, 
pending 
the decision 
of 
the higher court on the new question. 
The move made by the packers was 
a complete surprise to the government 
and consisted in the surrender of the 
packers to the United States marshal 
and an immediate apjieal to United 
States Circuit Judge C. C. Kohlsaat 
for a w rit of habeas corpus.

Imperial Government Prom ptly Issues 


Edict Commanding Yuan Shi Kai to 


Accept

State of Affairs. 


Peking, Nov. 15.— Optimism was the 
prevailing note in government circles 
This feeling was caused by the report 
that Prince Ching, the acting premier, 
had received a telegram from G en eral, 
L I Yuen 
Heng, 
commander 
of 
the j 
rebel forces, saying he was prepared ( 
to treat for peace on certain terms ; 
and by the statement that army divi i 
sions 1 to t would agree to uphold the 
monarchial constitution and 
support 
Yuan Shi K ai, provided the rebel lead 
er's terms agreed with those of the 
army. 
The imperial government promptly 
issued an edict commanding Yuan Shi 
K ai to accept the premiership for th< 1 
country's 
welfare and 
ordering the 
j viceroys and governors of all the prov 
inces to select three or five able rep 
resentatives who shall come to Peking 
and consuit concerning the state of af 
fairs. 
The edict also appoints delegates to 
visit the sixteen disturbed provinces 
to pacify the people and announces 
that the throne donates one tael to 
each of the soldiers and police of P< 
king, presumably in the hope of pur 
chasing their loyalty. 
The govern 1 
ment expresses the opinion that the 
edict 
w ill 
go 
far toward 
restoring 
peace. 
The president of the Ta Ching gov 
ernmen't bank deserted his post and 
fled from the city. The vice president, 
j 
Chang Chin Tao, who was recently in 
Europe in connection with a currency 
loan, is endeavoring to conduct the 
wrecked institution. 
As the provinces 
sec-ede the various branches of this 
government bank have been confiscat­ 
ed. 
At only one or two treaty ports

Financial stress is being felt by the 
administration.

Every effort to curtail the estl 
mates Is being made, and President 
Tn ft is not going to allow any extrava­ 
gance save on those matters on which 
he likes to spend money, the army and 
the navy. 
It has already become evi­ 
dent that w hile economies are to be 
practiced in every other possible di­ 
rection the president would like to 
have the arm y Increased and will ask 
for two battleships as the regular pro­ 
gram for the navy. 
More than this, he may ask for in 
creased rank for commanding officers 
and for more officers and to continue 
the appropriations for fortifying the 
Panam a canal. 
Bu t there are to be 
savings in other directions. 
Already 
the postofflce deficit, of which there 
was so much talk and for which few 
cared anything, hns disappeared, and 
there is now on foot a proposition to 
make tlie postofflce a revenue producer 
or to reduce letter postage. 


And the Revenues. 
As to whether it is proposed to fol­ 
low a reduction of the government ex­ 
penses w ith a reduction of the reve­ 
nues has not yet been determined. 
Up 
to the present time there has not been 
any such surplus of revenue as to in 
dicate the necessity of a reduction. 
In all probability the revenue legis­ 
lation which w ill he proi>osed w ill not 
have much reference to raising inon 
cy, but to the reduction of duties 
along certain lines. 
W hile the ques 
tlon of revenue is alw ays put forward 
in nil tariff bills, it is apparent tHat 
protection or non-proteetlon governs 
the rates of duty.
